Because of his impressive victories in the
Kentucky Derby, the Preakness, the Withers and the Belmont, Sir Barton
went to the post odds-on favorite of a held of three.

Off All Relations
With Big "Fellows"

CHICAGO, July 10..AU rela-
tions between the major and
minor baseball leagues were defi¬
nitely broken off at a meeting to¬
day of a committee representing
the National Association of Minor
Leagues. The committee adopted
resolutions ratifying the action
taken at the joint meeting with
the major leagues in New York
last January when the national
agreement was abrogated.

The minor leagues will operate
independently of the major
leagues and will attempt to settle
all disputes within their own or¬

ganization instead of appealing
to the National Commission for
final decision or review of any
case.

The action of the minor league
committee means that thé major
leagues will not be permitted to
draft players this fall. Contracts
and territorial rights, howe er,
will be respected.

CLEVELAND, July 10..This was a day of calamity for Miller Hug«gins and his erstwhile pacemaking Yankees in the American League per:-«nant struggle. Before the imperial eye of the Czar himself (friend BanJohnson and Til Huston's iron hat occupied a box near the Yankees'
¡bench) the Gothamites were tumbled out of first place because of Chi¬
cago's double victory over the Athletics while they were splitting a double«
header with Fohl's Indians. The Yankees beat or rather outlucked thelocals 1 to 0 in the curtain raiser, only to be pasted 7 to 3 in the secondpart of the entertainment.
To all but the gallant captain, Roger?

Beckinpaugh, that first game was a

signal triumph. To Peck it was a vast
void of gloom. His proud record for
consecutive hitting was torn asunder
by Elmer Myers, one of Connie Mack's
cast-off pitchers. This fellow also
took quite a fall out of Roger's proud
batting average, as the Yankee slug¬
ger and leading hitter of the American
League failed on four attempts to get
his customary blow.

Breviously to this game Peckinpaugh
had hit safely at least once in each of
twenty-nine consecutive games. This
stands as a record for the current majoi
league season. But it was still thir¬
teen games shy of Ty Cobb's modern
day record and fifteen shy of the maik
set by Willie Keeler in the old days
Before the foul-strike rule came into
effect.
During his streak, which tied that

made by Zach Wheat in 1916, Peck
made 48 hits in 110 times at bat for a
grand average of .436. He also scored
twenty-eight runs during this stretch.

Saved by Jack Quinn
Nothing but the nerve of Jack

Quinn saved New York from a double
defeat. The vaunted "Murderers'
Row" was helpless in the maw of
Myers.all save Del Pratt, whose two
blows contributed half of New York's
sum total of safe knocks. Quinn, how¬
ever, was almost as stingy as Myers.
He held the Indians to six blows and
was never in serious trouble until the
ninth. Here Cleveland filled the bases
with only one down.

After Harris had struck out for
Myers, Speaker and Wamby bunched
singles. Smith was purposely passed.
filling the cushions. Here Fohl put on
the squeeze play. Fortunately Quinn
sensed it is time and pitched so wide
that Joe Wood could not possibly
reach the ball. As a result Hannah was
able to nab Wamby at the plate.
